UNITED  STATES  PAPER  MONEY 

Note:  The  following  splendid  collection  of  paper 
money  of  the  United  States  was  selected  from  an 
outstanding  private  collection  in  California  as- 
sembled over  a period  of  many  years.  Included 
in  this  collection  are  early  American  colonial  bills, 
featuring  the  excessively  rare  New  York  50  shill- 
ings note  dated  1709,  many  rare  and  interesting 
obsolete  bills  including  $11,  $12,  $13,  and  $14  notes; 
fractional  currency,  and  old  large  size  bills.  In 
listing  the  latter  paper  money  below,  the  refer- 
ence book  used  is  Paper  Money  of  the  United 
States  published  by  Robert  Friedberg  in  1953, 
which  is  now  the  standard  authority  on  the  sub- 
ject. The  Friedberg  numbers  and  valuations  are 
given.  Interest  in  the  paper  money  series  has 
increased  so  greatly  in  the  past  few  years,  that 
the  demand  for  this  material  far  exceeds  the  sup- 
ply, and  present  prices,  while  they  seem  high  to 
us  old  timers,  will  in  a few  years  be  considered 
low.  The  great  increase  in  the  number  of  collec- 
tors, combined  with  no  increase  in  the  supply  of 
paper  money,  means  nothing  but  higher  prices 
in  the  near  future.  The  time  to  buy  such  ma- 
terial is  when  it  is  offered.
